Mr. Butler spoke briefly on the history of 
town government, stating that the real in- 
spiration for the town meeting form of gov 
ernment came not from Greece, Rome or 
Plymouth, but from the second band of May- | 
flower voyagers who landed at Salem. Some | 
of these settlers later came to what was then | 
called “‘Andiver,”’ now North Andover. 

Discusses Old Meetings 

The meetings were religious at first, with 
the minister as moderator, but gradually the | 
settlers separated the civic and the religious. 
The civic meetings were held in private 
homes or in barns. The town meetings were 
practically all-powerful, recognizing only the | 
Crown and the Massachusetts Bay Colony as | 
their superiors. Practically everything they 
did was legal, Mr. Butler said in commenting 
on the present situation whereby town meet 
ings are restricted in authority by state legis- 
lation and by state administrators. 

The tax collector, the town clerk and the 
tuwn treasurer are the three key men of the 
town government— they know the answers to 
practically everything, the cé mmissioner 
stated. The hardest task in town government is 
assessing ,he asserted, adding that Andover's 
selectmen spend 80 percent of their official 
time in assessing. He expressed the feeling 
that the people expect too much of the select 
men for what the Town Fathers get out of it. 

Through Mr. Butler’s talk coursed the 
opinion that the town meetings would be 
better off if there were less interference from | 
the state government, and he concluded his 
formal address on this point. 

In answer to a question he asserted that 
better speakers are needed at town meetings. 
One member of the audience had asked why 
the finance committee members would not 
talk.

She had been a vice-president of the 
Wellesley Alumnae Asscciation and in 1930 
was elected Alumna Trustee of Wellesley Col- 
lege. She was a member of the Headmistresses 
Association of the East, of which she was at 
» time treasurer, and had membership in 
The National Association of Principals of 
Schools for Girls, The American Association 
of University Women, and the Progressive 
Education Association, At the time of the 
Centennial Celebration of Abbot Academy 
she received high tribute for her work as an 
educator. 

Her immediate survivors are a sister, Mrs. 
Stephen Large; a niece, Mrs. Henry Jones, 
both of Coeymans, New York; a grand- 
nephew, Guerin Todd; and a grand-niece, 
Joan Todd, now a pupil at Abbot Academy. 

Deep Religious Faith 

Abbot Academy owes a deep debt of grati- 
tude to Miss Bailey. from the day in Sep- 
tember, 1912,,when she came to the school as 
its principal to the time enly two weeks before 
her death when she left for a few months’ 
vacation, she had dedicated herself to the 
school with all the force of her wise and strong 
nature. 

In her inaugural address she had said, 
“Now our problem is to fit girls to meet the 
complicated need of present-day society.” 
With this need always in view, keeping in 
touch with modern trends in education, her 
great interest was in building up an up-to- 
date curriculum and encouraging the use of 
modern teaching methods. While keeping a 
strong college preparatory course, she also 
stressed the value of the fine arts in making a 
rounded life, and very early strengthened the 
music and fine arts departments. 

Believing strongly in the importance of 
beautiful surroundings and with a strange 
power of making whatever she touched beau- 
tiful, she gave constant care to the orderli- 
ness, dignity and beauty of the school. 

But what all felt most in the school was her 
deep religious faith. Words cannot express 
how great the loss to the school is in her 
death. In all the twenty-three years of her 
life as head of the school sia never for a mo- 
ment wavered in her interest in it and devo- 
tion to it. With all the warmth of her affec- 
tionate and generous nature she loved the 
girls—old and new—the teachers, the mem- 
bers of the stafi—a love warmly returned. 

Strong, calm, and just, with wide vision, 
she worked steadily to make the school what 
she would have it, a place for noble and beau- 
tiful living.

“TU's such a great loss to Abbot acad 
emy.” So ran the thought through the 
minds of the residents of Andover Sun 
day morning when they read the sorrow 
ful news that Miss Bertha Bailey, 
principal of Abbot academy for 25 years, 
had passed away. It is a great loss to the 
academy, but it’s also a great loss to the 
town itself, for in countless ways Miss 
Bailey had made her influence felt in the 
score of years that she had been here. 

Her activities at the South church 
were many, and her interest in_ the 
chureh and all it stands for was as keen 
as the deep religious faith which moti 
vated every decision which she made 
while at Abbot. Present at practically 
every important church function she 
made herself loved by many of the 
church members through her gracious- 
ness, her friendliness and her willingness 
to help out in whatever way possible. 

But her influence on Andover 
been felt permanently in a far more tm- 
portant way than through any direct 
connection that she may have had with 
any church or social organization in 
town. Each year there go to Abbot from 
Andover a large number of girls, and 
these girls who have studied under Miss 
Bailey's supervision for the past 25 years 
have left the school to take a prominent 
place in Andover’s life. Each one of 
them bears the imprint of Miss Bailey's 
influence, and since her influence was a 
most desirable one, the town has bene- 
fited tremendously by Miss Bailey's 
term as principal, for a town after all is 
only as good as its citizens. 

To hundreds of alumnae throughout 
the world, to the students and faculty 
at Abbot, to our own town, Miss 
Bailey’s passing gives cause for the most 
sincere sorrow. The world profited by 
her life, lost by her death.

Boondoggling in West Parish 

The B. P. W. gravelled roads; the 
Emergency Committee gravelled roads; | 
the C.W.A. gravelled roads; the E.R.A 
gravelled roads; and now the W.P.A. is 
«ing to gravel roads. Everyone knows 
that there are over a hundred miles of | 


highway in Andover, but it does seem 
that anytime now there should be plenty 
of roads gravelled to carry us along for 
another decade or so. 

Why doesn’t Andover change its road 
policy to a more permanent plan of hard 
surfacing some of the roads already 
gravelled rather than regravelling some 
of the rads or gravelling others not 
previously made the subject of relief 
work? Gravel roads just don’t stand up, 
unless considerable money is spent in 
frequent seraping: anyone who has 
travelled over the roads in West An 
dover, whether they are B. P. W., ELA 
or Emergency committee jobs, knows 
the results of such temporary work only 
too well. They are hard on the automo- 
bile, hard on the driver and passengers, 
and extremely hazardous. 

The W.P.A. office in Beverly last 
Friday morning informed the Townsman 
that there was a list of roads which 
amounted to about 40 miles that would 
be gravelled under a so-called “farm to 
market” program. The sum of 541,000 
was allotted to the town for this pur- 
pose. It is understood that one of the 
streets under consideration has but one 
house on it, and certainly some of the 
others must have had plenty of gravel- 
ling in the past few years. 

Isn’t it time right now to call a halt 
to this temporary work and to start in 
hard-surfacing our roads? A patch now 
and then, a little seraping, perhaps, 
would keep most of the West Andover 
roads easily passable for a number of 
years, and in that period of time An- 
dover can gradually make the prelimin- 
ary work permanent by putting on a 
hard surface, first on the most important 
roads and later on the less important, so 
that eventually that section of the town 
will have roads comparable to the other 
outlying sections. 

As it is now it looks as if twenly y 
from now we're still going to be gr: 
ling roads in West Andover. It’s ascheme 
that has become just plain boondoggling, 
and you might just as well put men to 
work pulling hairs out of people’s heads, 
then laying them end to end to see how 
many it would take to go from here to 
Addis Ababa.
